The desert ... the desert ... the desert!

And this, by 
crossing the desert. But the word “desert” is 
much more than a geographic expression that 
suggests to our minds a derelict, parched, and 
arid expanse of land with no one in it. The 
word “desert” - for the person who lets himself 
or herself be taken up by the Spirit - expresses 
the search for God in silence. It is a 
“suspension bridge” thrown by the soul in love 
with God over the dark abyss of its own spirit, 
over the strange deep crevasses of temptation, 
over the unfathomable precipices of its own 
fears which form an obstacle to the progress 
toward God.
